Couple’s relationship 
was central to former 
VP’s political identity 

Nashville, Tenn. 

Al Gore once claimed his romance 
with his wife, Tipper, inspired the 
novel “Love Story,” and the couple 
shared an uncomfortably long kiss 
before millions on the stage of the 
Democratic National Convention. 

Now, after a 40 -year marriage 
that survived the near-death of a 
child and the heartache of losing 
the disputed 2000 presidential elec- 
tion, the former high school sweet- 
hearts are calling it quits. 

According to an e-mail circulat- 
ed among the couple’s associates 
on Tuesday, the Gores said it was 
“a mutual and mutually supportive 
decision that we have made togeth- 
er following a process of long and 
careful consideration.” 

Gore spokeswoman Kalee 
Kreider confirmed the statement 
came from the Gores but declined 
to comment further. 

The Gores were telling friends 
they “grew apart” after 40 years of 
marriage and there was no affair 
involved, according to longtime 
associates and family friends. 

Al Gore lost the 2000 presiden- 
tial election to Republican George 
W. Bush. He has since campaigned 


worldwide to draw attention to cli- 
mate change, which in 2007 led to 
a Nobel Peace Prize and an Oscar 
for the documentary “An Inconve- 
nient Truth.” 

The Gores, who were married 
on May 19, 1970, at the National 


Cathedral in Washington, craft- 
ed an image as a happily married 
couple during his eight-year stint 
as vice president in the 1990s and 
a presidential candidate in 2000. 
The couple famously exchanged a 
long kiss during the 2000 Demo- 


cratic presidential convention. 

The image of their warm rela- 
tionship stood in sharp contrast to 
the Clinton marriage rocked by Bill 
Clinton’s affair with White House 
intern Monica Lewinsky, a scandal 
that hung over Gore’s own presi- 
dential campaign. 

Al Gore at the time said his wife 
was “someone I’ve loved with my 
whole heart since the night of my 
high school senior prom.” 

The Gores have four adult chil- 
dren, Karenna, Kristin, Sarah and

Experts: GPS Vulnerable 



Military has become 
dependent on the 
navigation technology 

Denver 

A problem that rendered as many 
as 10,000 U.S. military GPS receiv- 
ers useless for days is a warning to 
safeguard a system that enemies 
would love to disrupt, a defense 
expert says. 

The Air Force has not said how 
many weapons, planes or other 
systems were affected or whether 
any were in use in Iraq or Afghan- 
istan. But the problem, blamed on 
incompatible software, highlights 
the military’s reliance on the Glob- 
al Positioning System and the 
need to protect technology that 
has become essential for protect- 
ing troops, tracking vehicles and 
targeting weapons. 

“Everything that moves uses 
it,” said John Pike, director of 
Globalsecurity.org. “It is so cen- 
tral to the American style of war 
that you just couldn’t leave home 
without it.” 


The problem occurred when 
new software was installed in 
ground control systems for GPS sat- 
ellites on Jan. 11, the Air Force said. 
Officials said between 8,000 and 
10,000 receivers could have been 
affected, out of more than 800,000 
in use across the military. 

At least 100 U.S. defense sys- 
tems rely on GPS, including air- 
craft, ships, armored vehicles, 
bombs and artillery shells. 

Because GPS makes weapons 


more accurate, the military needs 
fewer warheads and fewer person- 
nel to take out targets. But a leaner, 
GPS-dependent military becomes 
dangerously vulnerable if the tech- 
nology is knocked out. 

James Lewis, a senior fellow at 
the Center for Strategic and Inter- 
national Studies, said the glitch 
was a warning “in the context 
where people are every day trying 
to figure out how to disrupt GPS.”

Ted Koppels Son Found Dead in N.Y.C. Apartment 


New York 

The 40-year-old son of former 
ABC News anchor Ted Koppel 
was found dead in an apartment 
in upper Manhattan after a day of 
bar hopping with a man he met at 
a watering hole, a law enforcement 
official said Tuesday. 

Andrew Koppel was declared 
dead around 1:30 a.m. Monday, 
Detective John Sweeney said. The 
cause of death has not been deter- 
mined, but no evidence so far indi-

cates criminality. 

Koppel had been drinking heav- 
ily for hours with Russell Wimber- 
ly, whom he met at a bar, according 
to a law enforcement official. 

Wimberly told the New York 
Post that Koppel drank whiskey, 
and that neither man had anything 
to eat all day. He said they drank 
into the night. 

Ted Koppel was the longtime 
anchor of the ABC News show 
“Nightline.” Andrew Koppel was 
one of his four children, (ap)

High Court: 
Suspects 
Must Speak 
To Be Silent 


Washington 

Want to invoke your right to remain 
silent? You’ll have to speak up. 

In a split decision, the Supreme 
Court’s conservative majority 
expanded its limits on the famous 
Miranda rights for criminal sus- 
pects Tuesday — over the dissent of 
new Justice Sonia Sotomayor, who 
said the ruling turned Americans’ 
rights of protection from police 
abuse “upside down.” 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, who 
wrote the majority opinion, said a 
suspect who talks to police after 
being informed he doesn’t have 
to has waived his right to remain 
silent. 

A right to remain silent and a 
right to a lawyer are at the top of 
the warnings that police recite to 
suspects during arrests and inter- 
rogations. But Tuesday’s majori- 
ty said that suspects must break 
their silence and tell police they 
are going to remain quiet to stop 
an interrogation. 

The decision means that police 
can keep shooting questions at a 
suspect who refuses to talk as long 
as they want in hopes that the per- 
son will crack, said Richard Fried- 
man, a University of Michigan law 
professor, jesse j. Holland (ap)

Al-Qaeda 
Announces 
Death of 
No. 3 Chief 


Washington 

Al-Qaeda announced Monday that 
its No. 3 official, Mustafa al-Yazid, 
had been killed along with mem- 
bers of his family — perhaps one of 
the most severe blows to the terror 
movement since the U.S. campaign 
against al-Qaeda began. A U.S. offi- 
cial said al-Yazid was believed to 
have died in a U.S. missile strike. 

A statement posted on an al- 
Qaeda Web site said al-Yazid, which 
it described as the organization’s 
top commander in Afghanistan, 
was killed along with his wife, 
three daughters, a grandchild and 
other men, women and children but 
did not say how or where. 

The statement did not give a date 
for al-Yazid’s death, but it was dated 
by the Islamic month of “Jemadi al- 
Akhar,” which falls in May. 

White House spokesman Rob- 
ert Gibbs said al-Yazid is one of the 
biggest al-Qaeda targets to be cap- 
tured or killed in five years. 

Al-Yazid has been reported 
killed before, in 2008, but this is 
the first time his death has been 
acknowledged by the militant group 
on the Internet, kimberly dozier (ap)

Egypt Reopens Its Gaza Border 



More aid allowed into 
Palestinian territory 
a day after Israeli raid 

Jerusalem 

Israel and Egypt signaled a tem- 
porary easing of the Gaza Strip 
blockade Tuesday following harsh 
international condemnation of the 
deadly Israeli raid on an aid flotil- 
la en route to the sealed-off Pales- 
tinian territory. 

Egypt said it was freely opening 
its border with Gaza for the first 
time in more than a year to allow in 
humanitarian aid, setting off a mad 
rush to the crossing by thousands 
of residents, while an Israeli official 
said there is an “ongoing dialogue” 
with the international community 
on how to expand the amount of 
goods entering the area. 

At the same time, Israel began 
expelling some of the nearly 700 
activists it rounded up in the raid. 
The government said Tuesday it 
would deport almost all of them 
in the next two days, but about 50 
would be held for investigation. 

Israel pledged to halt a new 


attempt by pro-Palestinian groups 
to sail more ships into Gaza, and 
claimed some of the arrested activ- 
ists carried weapons and cash, rais- 
ing questions about whether they 
were mercenaries. 

Global condemnation has been 
flooding in since Israeli naval com- 
mandos halted the aid flotilla in 
international waters overnight Mon- 
day, setting off a melee that left nine 
activists dead. Turkey, an unofficial 


American Loses Eye 

A Maryland woman lost her eye 
during an anti-Israel rally in Jerusa- 
lem, a hospital official said Tuesday. 
Emily Henochowicz, 21, was hit in the 
face by a tear gas canister shot by an 
Israeli border policeman, said witness 
Jonathan Poliak. He said Palestinian 
youths were hurling rocks, but Heno- 
chowicz was a distance away, (ap)

Toll From Storm Agatha Hits 179 


Guatemala City 

Rural villagers used hoes and pick- 
axes to hunt for victims of land- 
slides that have killed at least 179 
people in Central America. 

Thousands remained home- 
less and dozens were still missing 
following Tropical Storm Agatha. 
Rescue crews struggled to reach 
isolated communities to distrib- 
ute food and water. 

“This is a total tragedy,” said 
Jose Vicente Samayoa, president of 
a neighborhood group in Amatit- 
lan, a flooded town south of Gua- 
temala’s capital. 

Officials in Guatemala reported 
152 dead but said 100 people were 
still missing.

In the department of Chi- 
maltenango — a province west of 
Guatemala City — landslides bur- 
ied rural Indian communities and 
killed at least 60 people. 

Nearly 125,000 people were 
evacuated in Guatemala, and 
thousands more fled their homes 
in neighboring Honduras, where 
the death toll rose to 17 after two 
youths disappeared while bathing 
in a turbulent river despite official 
warnings to stay away from swol- 
len waterways. 

In El Salvador, 11,000 people 
were evacuated. The death toll 
rose to 10 people and two oth- 
ers were missing. President Mau- 
ricio Funes said Monday night.

Jefferson’s Sinking Wall 



Work begins to repair 
deteriorating seetion 
beneath memorial 

Washington 

The brown goo oozed from the 
drill hole like a primordial por- 
ridge, from 60 feet beneath the 
Jefferson Memorial. It was some 
of the muck that’s under the Mall 
and part of the stuff that has been 
slowly swallowing the memorial’s 
seawall for years. 

Centuries of Potomac River sed- 
iment and layers of dredged fill, it 
is the material engineers are now 
drilling through to reach bedrock 
and anchor the famed memorial’s 
seawall, for the first time, on a solid 
foundation. 

On Tuesday, crews working in a 
dewatered section of the Tidal Basin 
prepared to demolish the old con- 
crete sections of the seawall as part 
of the $12.4 million repair project 
that the National Park Service has 
been planning since it realized the 
wall was sinking in 2006. 

In a bit of engineering detective 


work, experts have discovered that 
the wall has been slipping away 
from the memorial’s north plaza, 
because the timber pilings that 
were used to support the wall were 
probably not long enough to reach 
bedrock when the memorial was 
built in the 1930s and ’40s. 

The 32,000-ton Jefferson Memo- 
rial, on an l8-acre site, is itself solid, 
officials said. 

But the pilings under the sea- 
wall, where the memorial meets 
the basin, are set only in dirt. 
As a result, the seawall has sunk 
almost a foot since the memori- 


al was built. 

One day last week, engineers 
with the Park Service and the Clark 
construction company, the general 
contractor, explained that much of 
the work must take place below the 
water level of the Tidal Basin. 

Funded by the American Recov- 
ery Act, officials said, the 18-month 
effort is scheduled for completion 
next spring. “We’ll all measure 
this as [a] successful project [if] 
when we’re done, no one will know 
we were ever here,” said Philip J. 
Sheridan, a Clark vice president.

A Trail of Blame 


As the Gulf continues to suffer 
immeasurably from the oil spill, 
the U.S. opens a criminal probe 

New Orleans 

Attorney General Eric H. Holder Jr. announced 
Tuesday that his office is using “the full weight” of 
its investigative power to pursue criminal and civil 
investigations into the oil spill that has devastated 
the Gulf Coast. 

“The Department of Justice will ensure that the 
American people do not foot the bill 
for this disaster and that our laws are 
enforced to the fullest extent possi- 
ble,” he said. 

Earlier in the day, President 
Obama vowed a “full and vigorous 
accounting” of the causes of the 
disaster, telling the leaders of a new 
commission that they should pursue 
the trail of blame without limits. 

“They have my full support to follow the facts wher- 
ever they may lead, without fear or favor,” Obama 
said in the Rose Garden Tuesday after meeting with 


the co-chairmen of the commission, former Florida 
senator and governor Bob Graham, and former EPA 
administrator William Reilly. 

Holder’s announcement came at an afternoon 
news conference in New Orleans, the same day the 
attorney general met with local law enforcement offi- 
cials and surveyed part of the affected area. 

“What we saw this morning was oil for miles 
and miles and miles, oil that we know has already 
affected plants and animal life along the coast and 
has impacted the lives and livelihoods of all too 
many in this region,” he said. “This must not be 
forgotten.” 

He also noted that 11 lives were lost the day the 
rig exploded. Among the statutes his office is exam- 
ining: the Clean Water Act, the Oil Solution Act, and 
the Migratory Bird and Endangered Species Act. 

“As we move forward, we will be guided by some 
relatively simple principals,” Holder said. “We will 
ensure that every cent, every cent of taxpayer money 
will be repaid and that damages to the environment 
and wildlife will be reimbursed. We will make cer- 
tain that those responsible clean up the mess that 
they have made. ... And we will prosecute to the full- 
est extent of the law anyone who has violated the

Latest From the Spill 

BAD FOR BUSINESS 

BP is probably sturdy enough to survive the 
worst oil spill in U.S. history. But investors 
are shaving billions of dollars off its value 
with every day that crude gushes into the 
Gulf of Mexico. On Tuesday alone, the first 
trading day since BP’s latest attempt at a 
fix failed — and the day the government an- 
nounced it had opened a criminal probe into 
the disaster — BP’s stock took a hit of 15 per- 
cent. The British oil giant is worth $75 billion less on the open market than it 
was when the Deepwater Horizon rig exploded six weeks ago. Other companies 
involved in the spill — Transocean, Halliburton and Cameron — have all lost at 
least 30 percent in value. BP says it has spent $990 million so far on fighting 
and cleaning the spill, (ap) 



a BP is trying another risky temporary fix to contain the 
oil and siphon it to the surface by sawing through the 
leaking pipe and putting a cap over the spill. Coast 
Guard Adm. Thad Allen, the national incident com- 
mander, said Tuesday that BP was making its first ma- 
jor cut with super shears that weigh 46,000 pounds 
and resemble a giant garden tool. The company will 
also use a powerful diamond-edged cutter that resembles a deli slicer to try 
to make a clean cut above the blowout preventer, then will lower a cap over it 
with a rubber seal, (ap) 



CAMERON TO THE RESCUE? 

“Top kill" didn’t stop the Gulf oil spill. How about 
something “titanic"? Federal officials are hop- 
ing film director James Cameron can help them 
come up with ideas on how to stop the disas- 
trous oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico. The “Avatar" 
and “Titanic" director was among a group of sci- 
entists and other experts who met Tuesday with 
officials from the Environmental Protection 
Agency and other federal agencies for a 
brainstorming session on stopping the 
massive oil leak. The Canadian-born 
Cameron is considered an expert on 
underwater filming and remote ve- 
hicle technologies. (AP) 


OILSPREADS 

Mississippi Gov. Haley Barbour confirmed Tuesday 
that oil hit the state for the first time, meaning oil had 
washed ashore in Louisiana, Alabama and Mississippi. 
Barbour said a two-mile-long, three-foot-wide strand 
of caramel-colored oil has been found on Petit Bois 
Island, a barrier island near the Mississippi-Alabama 
border. Red-brown oil made its first appearance on an 
Alabama barrier island — three weeks after tar balls were found there — and 
the crude has been creeping into Louisiana marshes for weeks, (ap)

Messi Carries Hopes of a Nation

Backstory 

Lionel Messi’s story has been all storybook. Because of a growth-hormone 
deficiency diagnosed when he was 11, Messi was an undersized youth growing 
up in Rosario, a city about 180 miles northwest of Buenos Aires. But Spanish 
scouts believed they had a superstar in the making when they first saw him 
play. At 13, Barcelona moved Messi and his family to Spain, where he trained at 
the club’s youth academy and received growth-hormone injections. Now 22, 
Messi is still just 5 feet 7 inches tall. In Argentina, he is known as “La Pulga," or 
the flea, but he’s one of soccer’s most electrifying players, (twp)

He is soccer’s reigning star, the 
2009 winner of the FIFA World 
Player of the Year. And he leads 
an elite team, Barcelona, which 
is accustomed to thrashing oppo- 
nents in Spain’s first division. La 
Liga. Loyal fans, from Spain to 
Argentina, know him as an explo- 
sive striker who seemingly scores 
at will over some of the world’s 
best defenders. 

But the big question is: Can 
Lionel Messi take Argentina to 
the World Cup title, which his 
country has won twice but not 
since 1986? 

Horacio Pagani, a longtime 
soccer columnist for Clarin, the 
country’s biggest newspaper, 
said that Argentina’s star-stud- 
ded team must first become just 
that — a team. This means giving 
Messi the opportunity to play as 
he does in Barcelona, where he 
does not carry a talented squad 
but is given ample opportunities 
to score by a collection of brilliant 
playmakers. 

“He has to think of himself as 
just one more player on the team, 
not the savior of the team,” Pagani 
said. “But he is an extraordinary 
striker. The team needs to give 
him the support he needs to do 
his work.” 

Messi will be one of the most 
covered athletes at the World Cup, 


which opens in South Africa on 
June 11. The Cape Times called him 
“the best player in the world” and 
predicted “his every move will be 
examined closely.” The paper con- 
cluded that if Messi reaches “the 


heights he is capable of, one of the 
great World Cup stories will be 
played out.” 

Messi’s speed, his knack for 
eluding defenders and his abili- 
ty to score at key moments have 


drawn comparisons to Maradona, 
who led another great player, his 
coach. Maradona led Argentina 
to victory in the 1986 World Cup 
and is considered, along with Bra- 
zil’s Pele, as one of the two great- 
est players ever. 

But Messi has not yet demon- 
strated the same kind of play for 
the national team as he has for 
Barcelona. 

The star seems to understand 
what is expected of him. 

“To become a legend, to become 
great, you have to also win the 
World Cup,” he told Spain’s El 
Mundo newspaper recently.

Changing Tunes 

One thing that hasn’t improved as 
technology marches onward is radio. 
It seems harder than ever to find 
good, new music. You could blame 
Uncle Sam, who made it possible for 
big corporations to buy more radio 
stations, reducing the 
variety of station own- 
ers. You could even 
blame the computers 
that enabled radio sta- 
tions to use algorithms 
to pick the hits rather 
trust the DJ. 

Nevertheless, there is some rea- 
son to hope that technology can help. 
I'm growing more excited about Pan- 
dora Internet radio (Pandora.com), 
the Web site that streams you new 
music based on songs you previously 
Liked. Since 2000, it’s been compiling 
a database of the past 100 years of 
music — the Music Genome Project. 
Musicians assess the characteristics 
of each song, as many as 400 details 
about any particular ditty. Name a 
song or artist you Like, and the data- 
base finds you something similar. You 
can even customize your own radio 
station. 

Of course, you can’t use Pandora 
on your car radio (unless you hook it 
up to an iPhone). Now that would re- 
ally be something to Look forward to.

The D.C. duo, which also fea- 
tured former Q And Not U drum- 
mer John Davis, released one full- 
length album, 2007’s “Places,” 
before splitting up in 2008. They 
may not have been national faves 
by then, but their blend of current 
indie rock and ’70s power pop 
made them luminaries on the D.C. 
scene, with a great deal of prom- 
ise and potential. 

What Burhenn gained in the 
flood: the Mynabirds. 

It’s essentially a solo project that 
she formed to explore her interests 
in older styles and sounds. Her first 
album under that moniker, “What 
We Lost in the Fire We Gained in 
the Flood,” was produced by Cal- 
ifornia musician Richard Swift 
and features contributions from 
Orenda Fink, Bright Eyes’ Nate 
Walcott and These United States’ 
Tom Hnatow. 

If Georgie James specialized 
in upbeat pop, the Mynabirds 
make sepia-tone soul music, with 
nods to “Dusty in Memphis,” Car- 
ole King’s “Tapestry” and Neil 
Young’s “Everybody Knows This 
Is Nowhere.” Burhenn even named 
the band after a ’60s group that 
included Neil Young and Rick 
James; sadly, they never actu- 
ally released any music, but the 


dusky thrum of “What We Lost 
in the Fire” approximates what 
that rock-soul outfit might have 
sounded like. 

Swift’s production sounds live 
and organic, adding a gospel edge 


to songs such as “Let the Record 
Go” and “Numbers Don’t Lie,” 
which really needs to be covered 
by Alicia Keys. Despite his obvi- 
ous touch here, this is Burhenn’s 
album entirely, emphasizing her 


nuanced songwriting (based large- 
ly on Sufi poetry) and soulful voice. 
Her voice may not be as luxuriant 
as Dusty’s or as powerful as Nina 
Simone’s, but it does have charac- 
ter and nuance. Burhenn sounds 
best on the title track, which gives 
her a glorious chorus. Even though 
she can’t belt those notes, she finds 
a way to sing around the big push, 
avoiding the obvious big moment 
for quieter drama. 

For all its understated soul, 
“What We Lost” is a stirring col- 
lection by an artist who is not 
simply mimicking her influenc- 
es (as that band name might sug- 
gest), but is interpreting them into 
something personal and powerful.

CLay Aiken 


In the years since he finished as 
runner-up on the second season 
of “American Idol,” Clay Aiken 
has carved out a niche as a singer 
of singerly songs — an artist more 
famous for how he sings than what 


he sings. 

This explains why his latest 
offering, “Tried & True,” is anoth- 
er collection of covers, these from 
the ’50s and ’60s. If you’re going 
to sing someone else’s songs, why 
not pick the best ones you can get 
your hands on, right? 

The album is as earnestly and 
mellifluously sung as any of Aiken’s 
previous work. Which is to say it’ll 
be manna for Aiken fans (the irre- 


pressible Claymates) and kryptonite 
for his detractors. A departure — 
aside from a change in record labels 
— this album is not. 

“Can’t Take My Eyes off of You,” 
which was a ’60s hit for Frankie 
Valli, is a groovy tune for Aiken, 
punctuated by Sinatra-style instru- 
mentation. 

Also pleasant to the ear is a jazzy 
reimagining of “There’s a Kind of 
Hush,” in which Aiken seems to

burst with a horn-infused joy. Also, 
his imaginative re-working of Roy 
Orbison’s “Crying” is enhanced by 
truly lovely guest vocals by Broad- 
way singer Linda Eder. It’s a shame 
that Aiken sounds a little like Carol 
Burnett as Tarzan near the end of 
the track. 

Despite its flaws, “Tried & 
True” is, in essence, an album 
of classic songs sung well.

Long Island shore 
tops annual list of 
nation’s best beaches 

Destinations 

An annual list of the top 10 beaches 
released last week includes two in 
Florida, with the list’s creator say- 
ing he’s not worried about pollu- 
tion from the oil spill. 

Dr. Stephen Leatherman, direc- 
tor of Florida International Uni- 
versity’s Laboratory for Coastal 
Research, who is also known as 
“Dr. Beach,” included Siesta Beach 
in Sarasota, Fla., and Cape Florida 
State Park in Key Biscayne, Fla., on 
his list of best beaches. Siesta Beach 
in Sarasota took the No. 2 spot on 
the list, and Cape Florida State Park 
in Key Biscayne was No. 10. 

He said Cape Florida, on the 
southeast coast, “doesn’t get the 
wave activity” that can lead to 


tar balls washing up. As for Sies- 
ta Beach, he said he had looked at 
currents and believes “there’s very 
low probability the oil will get to 
southwest Florida.” 

The No. 1 beach on this year’s 
list is Coopers Beach in Southamp- 
ton, N.Y., on the east end of Long 
Island. It offers pristine white sand 
gently sloping toward lapping 
waves, convenient parking and 
nary a gum wrapper in sight. 

“New York has world-class 
beaches, but I don’t think a lot of 


people in the United States know 
about them,” Leatherman said. 

Leatherman’s list also features 
another New York beach. Main 
Beach in East Hampton, Long 
Island, not far from Southamp- 
ton. Main Beach takes the No. 5 
spot on this year’s survey. 

“When most people think of a 
beach vacation destination, they go 
south,” Leatherman said. “I kind of 
think the east end of Long Island is 
a well-kept secret for most Ameri- 
cans.” FRANK ELTMAN (AP)

“You have to 
have an alcohol that’s really high in flavor to cut 
the hops and make it more drinkable,” she says. 


Plain old beer adds 
foam and flavor to 
fancy cocktails and 
relaxed summer sips 


Cocktails 

Like so many other crossover hits 
(Taylor Swift, “Glee”) the beer 
cocktail is rooted in tradition while 
toasting current trends. A far and 
fizzy cry from dive bar chugga- 
bles like car bombs and boiler- 
makers, lately beer-infused tip- 
ples have been foaming over with 
fresh flair — and busting genres 
along the way. 

“It’s a good way for beer lov- 
ers to be introduced to cocktails,” 
says Caterina Abbruzzetti, drinks 
director at British pub Againn 
(1099 New York Ave. NW; 202-639- 
9830), who says she grew up drink- 
ing beer shandys (half beer, half 
lemonade or ginger beer). Today’s 
beer-tails also build on Old World 
elixirs, from the Snakebite (lager 
or Guinness, cider, black current 


cordial) to the Black Velvet (stout 
and bubbly). 

“Mixing beer goes back a long 
time — it’s not something new 
that’s been invented,” says Bel- 
gium native Bart Vandaele, chef 
and owner of Capitol Hill bistro 
Belga Cafe (514 8th St. SE; 202- 
544-0100). His beer cocktails range 
from the Pink Elephant (Hoe- 
gaarden and grenadine) to popular 
cocktails reimagined, like his take 
on the Kir Royale (half champagne, 
half Kriek cherry beer). 

In many such drinks, beer is 
merged with another style of brew, 
softened with soda or juice, or 
jazzed up with a splash of liqueur. 
“It shouldn’t disguise or smoth- 
er the beer; it should enhance it, 
balance well and bring out all the 
aromas and characteristics of the 
beer,” Abbruzzetti advises. 

Thanks to the rise in craft cock- 
tails, many beer blends also come 
layered with liquor — flavored 
vodka and spiced rum, or no-non- 
sense tequila and gin. At Adams 
Morgan beer bar the Black Squirrel 


(2427 18th St. NW; 202-232-0737), 
co-owner Amy Bowman and bar- 
tender Hollie Stephenson dream up 
concoctions such as White Tea, a 
simple mix of white ale spiked with 
a shot of Firefly (sweet tea-infused 
vodka). Their most popular beer- 
tail, the Lambicane, is made with 
lambic beer, vodka, 151-proof rum 
and sour mix. The sudsy sip is a 


pink and potent take on a hurricane 
(patrons jokingly call the powerful 
mixture “the Novocaine”). 

Lagers and ales bring more than 
alcohol content to the party. “Beer 
works well to bring effervescence to 
a cocktail,” explains Greg Engert, 
beer director for ChurchKey, Birch 
and Barley, and Rustico. “The bub- 
bles brighten the drink and add

complexity to texture.” Beer is “a 
complementing nuance,” he says, 
that adds a dose of “aroma and tex- 
tural flavor.” 

To get started, Stephenson offers 
a simple formula: “It’s hard to go 
wrong with fruit, vodka and beer,” 
she says. (Try blueberry beer, vanil- 
la vodka and creme de cassis for 
a sweet blend Bowman calls the 
Blueberry Muffin.) 

Abbruzzetti suggests exper- 
imenting first with whichever 
beer style you’re most comfortable 
drinking, such as plays-well-with- 
others pilsners. Home-slung cock- 
tails that feature citrus-forward 
white ales, such as Hoegaarden 
and Allagash, are perfect for sip- 
ping on summer patios. 

But even as the craft beer move- 
ment has helped suds shake their 
scuzzy image, bartenders say the 
best part about a beer cocktail is 
its ability to skew either low- or 
high-brow. 

A simple shandy can go posh 
when made with Stella Artois and 
fortified hibiscus-ginger lemon- 
ade, such as the Monaco, served at 
Georgetown’s Bourbon Steak (2800 
Pennsylvania Ave. NW: 202-944- 
2026). Even so, it’s unlikely to feel 
pretentious sipping the Cure, mix- 
ologist Gina Chersevani’s antidote 
for the recession (Miller High Life, 
lemon juice and Domaine de Canton 
ginger liqueur) on the menu at PS 7’s 
(777 1 St. NW; 202-742-8550). 

“Beer is low-key, so you can 
make [beer cocktails] goofy or 
very elegant,” Vandaele says.
